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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to previous claims 59-91 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 92-111 have rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Tatematsu et al. (US patent 4,531 ,555) in view of Herweck et al. (US Patent 5,41 1 ,550) 
and Lilley (US Patent 5,879,406). Tatematsu et al. discloses in Fig. 1 scissors that are 
fully capable of being used in surgery. The scissors have blades consisting of silicon 
nitride ceramic (Col. 3, lines 53-57 and Col 4, lines 4-11). The examiner interprets the 
"instrument" as a "tool" not referring to the entire mechanism, but the effecting end or 
the effecting portion of the device. For example, the applicant's drill is actually a drill bit 
and not an entire drill, and could effectively have and perform the same tasks as the list 
of instrumentation. 

Tatematsu et al. discloses the claimed invention except for specifically a 
biocompatible, bioinert material. Herweck et al. discloses this biocompatible, bioinert 
material for use in a surgical device (see Col. 2, lines 50-65) so that it may better work 
with the body, and not cause adverse reaction. It would have been obvious to one 
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having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to construct the 
surgical tool of Tatematsu et al. having at least a biocompatible, bioinert material in view 
of Herweck et al. to better use the device in the body. 

Tatematsu et al. discloses the claimed invention except for specifically YTZP 
ceramic. Lilley discloses an instrument/tool in col. 7, lines 54-60 wherein the device may 
be used as a trial, which is a tool an not an implant, wherein the trial is considered a 
template since it is used to determine an appropriate size or location for the prosthetic. 
Lilley also discloses the use of YTZP ceramic (Col. 7, lines 39-52) so that it can be 
better used within the body. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in 
the art at the time the invention was made to construct the device of Tatematsu et al. 
having at least YTZP ceramic to better use the device in the body.
